Very Opening of Breeding Season 


—Give Good Care. 


Strong, healthy, vigorous turkeys 


will mate and begin to lay at the very 
opening of the breeding season, while 
weaker stock will merely consume 
feed until the warmer weather makes 
itself felt in the spring. It is true that 
the feed and care that the birds re- 
ceive, the proportion of males to fe- 
males, and many other things enter 
into the matter of egg-fertility arid 
strength of the germs, but besides all 
these the strength of the ancestral 
stOck plays no little part. Without 
good care strong birds may not beget 
strong poults, but no amount of care 
will enable weak birds to produce 
strong ones. 


It is after the spring hatches that 


the difference between good stock and 
weak stock makes itself most keenly 
felt in turkeydom, for that Is the time 
when the poult mortality runs high- 
est. 
Where coveys from undersized 


or otherwise deficient ancestry will 
dwindle steadily from week to week, 


"The birds should have a range

Warm, Soft Mashes Sometimes Have 


Effect of Making Fowls Lazy— 


Feed Sparingly in Morning. 


Amateurs sometimes are puzzled td 


know how much to feed when throw 
Ing grain in the litter and are prone 
to overfeed, making It so easy for the 
hens to fill their crops that they will 
not work long. If a dry mash is kept 
before the hens at all times, the 
poultrykeeper may comfort hlmsell 
with the thought that his birds need 
never go hungry even if they have 
difficulty in finding the grain they 
need to satisfy themselves. 
j 


The use of warm, soft mashes some- 


times has the effect of making hens 
lazy. If a heavy feeding of mash ia 
given in the morning, the hens will j 
fill up on that and then stand around > 
for several hours. If the amount of; 
mash is made so small that their hun-1 
ger is not satisfied, no damage will' 
result. 


A mash at the close of day is not 


advisable, but it may be given an hour ' 
or two before roosting time and fol-' 
lowed with a feeding of whole corn. I 
The corn will almost always be eaten, 
in spite of the mash feed just con- 
sumed, and the hens will go to roost 
with full crops, the digestion of the 
two kinds of feed taking a long time.

THE MISSIONARIES OF ANTIOCH. 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 11:19-30; 12:25; 13:: 


12.GOLDEN TEXT—Go ye therefore, and 
make disciples of all nations.—Matthew 
28:19. 


An interesting introduction to this 


lesson would be to review the out- 
standing features of the life of Bar- 
nabas up to this time. His attrac- 
tive character, introduction, and asso- 
ciations with Paul are full of rich and 
suggestive lessons. Following Peter's 
deliverance of last Sunday's lesson 
we read of the end of the vile Herod 
(12:20-25.) The origin of thjs Antioch 
church was perhaps in A. D. 40, fol- 
lowing the dispersion after the death 
of Stephen (11:19-26). These converts 
gave proof of their new love by min- 
istering to the brethren in Jerusalem 
.(11:27-30.) 


I. A Great Church (11:19-30). 
(I) 


Their 
testimony. 
This 
new sect, 


"Christians" (v. 26) made a. deep im- 
pression upon this great city though 
as yet its testimony was to the Jewa 
only (v. 19). The first evangelists to 
this city from the home of Judeaism 
at the outset, however, spake to Gentile 
Greeks, (a) They "spake the word" 
(v. 19), as travelers and fugitives they 
carried the -message wherever they 
journeyed, (b) "They preached Jesus," 
the only message that will reach and 
stir an entire city, (c) They did it in 
a conversational way (v. 20 R. V.). (2) 
The workers (3:1). It is an amazing 
array of names mentioned as one of 
the results of this Antioch revival. 
Step by step God has widened the 
sphere of activities of those who ac- 
cepted the gospel, and with every step 
the stamp of .divine approval was seen. 
(11:21). Those who "turned nnto the 
Lord" not only believed but gave evi- 
dence of repentance and undSr the 
'leadership of Barnabas, who had- 
brought Saul with him. from Tarsus (v. 
25), 
large numbers were assembled 


and taught (v. 26). This ministry of 
teaching is a commendable type of 
evangelism and while the term "Chris- 
tian" is applied to these followers of 
Jesus (not of Barnabas and Saul), it 
was doubtless first applied in derision, 
and it has become the accepted and 
glorious title (often abused or con- 
fused with Christendom) of those who 
follow our Lord. 


II. A Great Commission 
(13:1-3). 


The separation which took place after 
"Barnabas and Saul had resided in the 
city for a year's time (11:26), and 
while they were meeting with such 
outward success reminds us of the 
way the spirit separates Philip from 
his work in Samaria (8:6, 26, 27). The 
Holy • Spirit knew what was best foi 
these followers of Jesus as the results 
demonstrated. • Among the great lead- 
ers the Spirit separated two for this 
particular task, and the quietness with 
which it was done as suggested by the 
text, is in marked contrast with most 
of our modern plans for "advanced 
steps." No "dollar dinner" or commit- 
tee luncheons and meetings. 
This 


duty was presented: (1) While in the 
discharge of their regular duties,'"as 
they ministered" (v. 2). Just the form 
of this ministry is not accurately stat- 
ed, but it included fasting and prayer 
(v. 3): and it "was to the Lord." There 
are plenty today who can do "church 
work," hut far too few who can min- 
ister to the Lord (not to people) and 
who can by fasting and prayer know 
what the mind of the Spirit is relative 
to any advance steps needful in the 
church.

The ear is often injured by sniffing 


fluids up the nostrils which cause 
inflamation of the eustachian tube, 
which is a little duct that leads from 
the mouth to the ear. The ear is 
such a useful and delicate organ it 
should be cared for by a physician 
when trouble occurs.
